Confiscation in Rome. 


NUNS DRIVEN* INTO THE STREETS—ITALIASS 
TAKING THE CONVENTS. 


The Rome correspondent of the N. ¥. 
Herald, writing under date of October 8th, 
gives the following account of the expulsion 
of the nuns from their convents in the Eternal 
City : , 

There is a general law of the kingdom 
suppressing all religious orders. This law 
go far has remained a dead letter in Rome, 
where convents, religious institutions and 
orders pallulate only through the deference 
which Minister Lanza wishes to thow for the 
Holy Father and the Holy See. There have 
been exceptions to this general indulgence. 
The authorities appropriated the Quirinal 
Palace and all the other buildings which 
were absolately needed to run the new 
machine bere, and to the great disgust of the 
monks aad nuns, although they were indem- 
nified by certain moneys to be drawn and 
paid out of the national treasury, the fra- 
ternities looked upon Italy asa bad prayer 


and protested ; but nevertheless the strong 


arm of power turned them out of their 
property and they were forced to make the 
best of their eurroundings. Day before yes- 
terday expropriation fell apon the two con— 
vents already mentioned ; their buildings 
were wanted for miliary hospital purposes, 
and so the public force went te take porsess~ 
ion of them. As early as half-past six in. the 
morning the slumbers of the nuns were dis- 
turbed at the Convent of Sunta Teresa by 
loud knocks atits door, and upon its opening 
by the pastor of the establishment the 
government commissioners, accompanied by 
n posse of royal carbineers and a notary, 
were ushered in. In all these operations 
the government sends & notary, on the iden 
that the thing. must be..dose ia, accardence 
with all the forms of law, although it strongly 
smacks of a piece of i ony to the ousted 
parties, who declare that confiscation law is 
uo law, but mere might.
